Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

SgcrioN 1. That for salaries for State officers for the year
eighteen hundred and fifty-nine, and for salaries for the year
eighteen hundred and fifty-eight, not otherwise provided for,
and for expenditures generally in support of the Government
of this State up to the end of the next fiscal year, to wit: Up
t0 the first day of January, A, . 1860, and for the payment
of expenses already incurred and not otherwise provided for,
the following sums of money, or 80 much thereof as may be
necessary, shall be, and the same are hereby appropriated,
that is to say,
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First. For the salary of the Governor, two thousand five
hundred dollars,

Second.  For compensation of the Lieutenant Governor, for
1858 and 1859, one thousand six hundred dollars.

Third. Tor a salary of the Secretary of State, cne thou-
sand five hundred dollars.
